The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest that it would have been obvious to modify the 
closest reference of record, reference Chae et al reference (IEEE VOL 1 1 , NO 1 , 
Dec. 1999) to send a timing signal from one ONU to all other ONU's, because 
Chae et al teaches reflecting the data signal to rebroadcast to all other ONUs. 
He teaches that one wavelength is used for communications between ONU's and 
the other wavelength is used of communication between OLT and ONUs. It 
would not have been obvious to send a response to a timing signal from ONE of 
the end nodes in response to a timing signal.
